Aliens  Advised  to  Register 
Even  if  Uncertain  of  Status 


The  advice  that  aliens  should 
register  under  the  alien  registration 
act  *ven  if  they  are  uncertain  of 
their  legal  status  in  the  United 
States  was  given  by  Earl  G.  Harrison 
of  Philadelphia,  federal  director  of 
alien  registration,  at  a  meeting  of 
teachers  of  adult  classes,  social  work- 
ers and  others  in  the  public  library 
yesterday. 

Informed  by  several  of  the  teach- 
ers that  aliens  had  confided  fears 
that  registration  might  result  in  the 
discovery  that  they  were  illegally  in 
this  country,  and  force  their  depor- 
tation, Harrison  recommended  that 
the  teachei's  should  advise  these  per- 
sons to  register. 

He  said  the  government  had  ways 
of  checking,  and  probably  would  dis- 
cover those  who  failed  to  register. 
He  said  he  did  not  believe  there 
would  be  wholesale  deportations  be- 
cause of  discoveries  of  persons  Il- 
legally in  the  countrj'. 

"I  fully  believe  that  the  merits  of 
individual  cases  will  be  considered," 
^e  said.  "I  do  not  think  that  our 


government  is  going  to  change  Its 
attitude  overnight  and  get  rid  of  a 
large  number  of  persons  who  ar* 
known  to  be  law  abiding." 

Harrison  praLsed  the  work  which 
has  been  done  in  Boston  in  register- 
ing alijCns.  Miss  Alice  O'Connor,  of 
the  division  of  immigration  and 
Americanization  of  the  state  depart- 
ment of  education,  led  the  discus- 
sion. Roy  Cushman,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  Boston  Council  of  So- 
cial Agencies,  presided  and  intro- 
duced Harrison. 

The  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the 
state  division  of  immigration  and 
Americanization,  the  Boston  Council 
of  Social  Agencies,  the  International 
Institute  and  the  Hebrew  Immigrant 
Aid  Society.
